About ten days o the United Sthses authoritles
seizoed the distillery and the parapharnalin-attached
thereto of George Mountjoy, situated on Clinglotte
wtreet, near Deaver, for alleged vioation of the™~Nu-
ternal revenne Inws, On the LUst of gelgnre w:%\
thirty-three barrels of whisky, which were locked
up in the elsterp-room. Over this, a8 well a8 the
other property, & watchman was placed, His duty
required s presence ot the place constantly, How-
ever, he wid away on Tuesiday evening, amd on
exumintng the place on Wednesday the thivtv-three
barrels, containing over 1200 gallons of whisky, had
disappeared, Mow and by what means iv 18 not
known, bt the authorities are suld to be actively
ehgaged (o lnvestigating the matter. A ramor has
been piven eredence that the watchman was pre-
sented with a sinall sam of money Lor the parpose: of
treating his friends, and while away on that erramd,
it I8 alleged, drays were driven to the slistillery and
the whisky taken away.
